MR.  CHAIRMAN , LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistical  tables  that  the  Standard- 
ised Birth  Rate  16.4  per  1,000  population  is  slightly  lower  than  the 
National  Rate  of  1 6 • 9 • The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  17  per  1,000 
live  births  compares  favourably  with  the  National  figure  of  18.0.  The 
Stillbirth  Rate  of  5 per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths  is  well  below  the 
National  figure  of  14  and  this  reflects  great  credit  on  all  those  con- 
nected with  the  Maternity  Service  in  this  district.  The  skillful  and 
conscientious  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  various 
duties  is  reflected  in  this  very  satisfactory  figure. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  of  10.2  per  1,000  population  is  below 
the  National  figure  of  11. 9. 

With  regard  to  the  table  of  causes  of  death  there  has  been  an 
alarming  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to  Cancer  of  the  lung.  There 
were  12  deaths  from  this  disease  in  1968  and  5 in  1967*  It  is  now  a 
well  established  fact  that  people  who  indulge  in  the  heavy  smoking  of 
cigarettes  are  very  liable  to  contract  this  disease,  and  it  is  tragic 
that  so  many  persons  at  risk  continue  to  disregard  the  advice  given. 

The  victims  of  this  very  unpleasant  disease  are  usually  in  the  prime 
of  life  with  heavy  family  respnsibilities.  They  are  struck  down  and 
die  just  when  their  families  need  them  most.  It  is  very  puzzling  why 
so  many  intellegent  and  sensible  people  who  are  addicted  to  heavy 
smoking  fail  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  break  their  addiction  and 
so  become  marked  down  as  future  casulties  from  Lung  Cancer.  The  serious 
epidemics  in  this  country  are  no  longer  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Tuberculosis  but  Lung  Cancer,  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Road  Accidents. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Thrombosis  has  also  risen  from 
38  in  1967  to  51  in  19^8.  This  disease  is  also  associated  with  heavy 
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smoking.  Deaths  from  Hypertension  (raised  Blood  Pressure)  rose  from  1 
to  4* 

Deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis  also  showed  a marked  increase 
over  the  previous  year,  and  this  may  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  spell 
of  cold  weather. 

I do  not  think  that  special  comment  is  called  for  with  regard  to 
any  other  items  in  this  reports 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  supports 

I am  also  especially  grateful  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  colleagues  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  department  for 
their  loyal  co-operation  and  the  enthusiastic  way  in  which  they  have 
carried  out  their  various  duties  over  the  past  year.  I should  also 
like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Clerk,  Officers  and  other  members  of 
the  Council  Staff  for  their  ready  assistance  and  co-operation  over  the 
various  matters  with  which  it  was  necessary  to  consult  them.
